Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 



States. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Omi et 
al. (JP 2000-12080, translation). 

Omi et al. teaches on page 13, claim 10 of the translation, a nonaqueous 
electrolyte battery comprising a negative electrode comprising carbon materials, a 
positive electrode and a nonaqueous electrolyte comprising an annular carbonate, 
Formula I and chain-like carbonates. Omi et al. teaches on page 8 [0052] of the 
translation that the carbon powder used had a d002=0.336nm. Omi et al. teaches on 
page 8 [0050] of the translation the nonaqueous electrolyte comprised LiPF6 and 5 wt% 
of vinyl ethylene carbonate. Omi et al. teaches on page 4 [0018] of the translation a list 
of annular carbonates. Omi et al. teaches on page 6 [0033] of the translation, that 
chain-like carbonates can be dimethyl carbonate, diethyl carbonate, etc. Omi et al. 
teaches on page 9, [0056] vinyl ethylene carbonate in a nonaqueous electrolyte 
comprising LiPF6 in a mixed solvent of ethylene carbonate, dimethyl carbonate and 
trimethyl phosphate.
